ANNUAL REPORT. . 

With humble and grateful recognition of the goodness and mercy 
which have followed us through another year, and by which we 
are permitted still to share in the blessedness of being to some ex- 
tent “laborers together with God,”’ your Board come to render their 
annual report. 

In accordance with the instructions of the Convention, as well as 
in the exercise of our own best judgment, we have during the past 
year continued the same general line of policy as that adopted for 
three or four years preceding ; and we have as yet seen no occasion 
for any material change in our plan of Domestic Missionary opera- 
tions. ‘The missionaries who had heretofore so faithfully served the 
Convention have continued in ouremploy upto the present time ; and 
though often beset with difficulties and discouragements such as 
have led them at times to desire a release from the service, they 
have still labored on, and we believe the hand of the Lord has wrought 

th them and made them a blessing. 

We deem it proper here to repeat what in substance we were con- 
rained to state last year, that the deliberations of the Board at all 
cle meetings have been attended with much perplexity, owing to 

iwdy influx of funds into the treasury. Our missionaries have 
nso occupied that they could not consistently devote a very 

e portion of their time to the collecting of moneys, and up to 

timeof writing this report, not one half the amount recommend- 
ed by the Convention, and apportioned among the churches for Do. 
‘nestic Missions, has been paid in.* We think it cannot fail to be 

en that the deficiency thus existing at each successive meeting of 

Board, must be an oceasion of much embarrassment, and that it 
must essentially cripple our operations. 

Ou senior missionary, Br. N. E. Shailer, received a furlough ot 
‘ree or four weeks early in the year, an account of bodily indispo- 
ition 5 but with this exeeption, his labors have been constant and 
faithful. tis work has been as usual, of quite a diversified charac- 
r, aaa spread over a large portion of the state. He has explored

house upon a more eligible spot. ‘The church here is feeble, but 
with the divine blessing attending properly directed effort, we trust 
it may yet enjoy prosperity. ; 

Br. Shailer spent between two and three months of hard and inces- 
sant labor during the autumn and winter, (assisted a partof the 
time by Br. Denison, with the Baptist church in Northville. In con- 
nection with these efforts, the presence of the Master was gloriously 
revealed. The word of truth was attended by the spirit of truth ; 
the order of God’s house was successfully vindicated amid strong 
opposing influences—and many souls were turned, as we trust, from 
darkness to light, and from the power of Satan unto God. More 
recently, Br. Shailer has been preaching for some time with the 
church in Noank, which has been destitute of a pastor, and in cir- 
cumstances seeming to require his counsels and labors. Meanwhile, 
he has visited some other churches in that section of the State, upon 
matters connected with the Domestic Mission service. Portions of 
his time have also been occupied in important agencies in different 
parts of Litchfield county. 

We now turn to Rockville, where Br. D. D. Lyon has been stead- 
ily laboring with much patience and devotedness, during the great- 
er part of the year. A committee of the Board met at that place 
soon after the rising of the Convention last summer, for consulta- 
tion and advisement with the brethren residing there. It was a 
meeting of much anxiety. The committee were greatly perplexed 
as to the proper course to be pursued. ‘The brethren in the village 
felt themselves poor and weak—it seemed impossible to make much 
further progress without a house of worship—and the prospect of 
procuring means for this object appeared extremely dark and for- 
bidding. But it was finally decided to make the attempt, and Br. 
Lyon was left with instructions to that effect. He immediately en- 
tered upon the work of obtaining subscriptions, in connection with 
his other labors ; and by dint of unwearied application, attended, 
as we believe, with the favor of God, he was enabled to report at 
the next meeting of the Board, that thirty-two brethren and sisters 
had united in church covenant, and fourteen hundred: dollars had 
been subscribed in the village towards the erection of a church 
edifice. Since that time, by some increase in the subscription, with 
the obtaining of a few small loans, for a part of which Br. Lyon 
has pledged his own credit, and with some assistance from neigh- 
boring churches, it has been deemed safe to proceed with the build- 
ing. Arrangements were accordingly made, and the frame of a 
substantial edifice, forty by sixty feet, is now up, and the house 
rapidly progressing towards completion. Some seasons of more 
than ordinary religious interest have been enjoyed in the meetings 
during the winter, and several hopeful conversions have occurred, 
On the first of April last, Br. Henry R, Knapp, at the request of the 
church, removed to Rockville and assumed the pastoral care, in 
which relation he is now laboring, with quite encouraging prospects. 
Still, the probability is that the church will be compelled to struggle 
for sometime under somewhat heavy burdens, and we commend it 
to the special remembrance of the Convention. 

Since Br. Knapp’s removal to Rockville, Br. Lyon has been chief- 
ly employed in the eastern section of the State, preaching the gos- 
pel at points where we may yet hope to see companies of the Lord’s 
followers gathered and united under the banner of His truth. 
The little church at Humphreysville has continued to hold on its 
way, under the patient and faithful labors of Br. William Denison. 
A season of refreshing from the presence of the Lord was experi- 
enced among them during the last autumn, as the fruits of which a 
number of souls profess to have obtained like precious faith with 
us. ‘Ten have been baptized into the fellowship of the church 
since our last report. Although in many respects this may be reck- 
oned “a hard field,” requiring perhaps long patience and perse- 
verance in cultivation, we still deem it very desirable that our 
position here should be maintained. ‘The place is steadily advanc- 
ing in population, and in manufacturing and commercial import- 
ance—the surrounding region is scantily supplied with the word 
of life—and though sin abounds, we may yet hope to see grace 
much more abound. ‘The few disciples here united in church fel- 
lowship, are ready to make almost any sacrifice for the maintain- 
ance of the cause ; and with God’s blessing, we cannot doubt that 
his truth is destined to have free course and be glorified in this section. 
The following churches have received appropriations from the 
treasury, viz: Third church, (colored) Stonington, $15 ; church in 
Greenville, $50; church in Branford, $50; third church, (colored) 
New Haven, $15 ; Windham Centre church, $30. 

In all appropriations and expenditures, your Board have acted 
with entire unanimity, and according to their best discretion. In 
considering applications for aid, they have endeavored to take into 
account all the circumstances of the case, as well as the state of 
the treasury and the wishes of contributors ; and though we can- 
not claim infallibility of judgement, we have at least acted with hon- 
esty and impartiality of motive and intention. 

Weconclude by humbly invoking the blessing of God upon the 
future plans and efforts of the Convention. From Him alone com- 
eth wisdom, and in Him is our help. Evermore, then our prayer 
shall be, “Let thy work appear unto thy servants, and thy glory 
unto their children. And let the beauty of the Lord our God be 
upon us, and establish thou the work of our hands upon us ; yea, 
the work of our hands establish thou it.

The Convention met at 8 o’clock, and occupied half an hour in 
devotional services: Br. B. N: Leach, from the committee on the 
circulation of the Bible then presented the following : 


REPORT ON THE BIBLE CAUSE. 


Your committe respectfully present the following report : 


The circulation of the Bible is a cause that lies near the heart of 
every tollower of Christ—a cause which must increase and prosper 
in proportion as pure christianity prevails. ‘The Bible is God’s book 
to man, and contains the only system of ethics that is adapted to 
man’s moral nature and necessities. It alone can correct the evils 
of human society, and form a permanent basis for civil and relig- 
ious freedom. It sanctifies the heart. It purifies the fountain— 
“Sanctify them through thy truth, thy word is truth,”’ It is “the 
power of God unto salvation to every one that believeth.” This 
world, which has solong been the theatre of crime and moral pol- 
lution is destined to be cleansed by this fountain of living waters. 
The knowledge of God shall spread over the earth, not with a thin 
attenuated covering, but as the waters cover the great deep. Its 
saving power will be felt among all nations. 

Baptists have great responsibility in this cause. The first Bible 
society that was formed in this country, originated with Baptists in 
the city of New York, and after successful operation for a few 
years, a more general and extensive organization was suggested, 
and hence arose the American Bible Society. The history of the 
American and Foreign Bible Society, and the special providences 
of God which brought that society into existence are familiar to all. 
And there never has been a time when the providence of God more 
loudly called for effort in giving the Bible to the world. 

The claims made upon the A. and F. B. S. for the present year 
are unusually large. Ithas its usual work to do for Kurope : the 
Missionary Union has already given to the Board of the Bible So- 
Clety notice that $10,000 at least will be required at the mission sta- 
tions, and ought to be pledged soon ; and Br. Sutton, the well known 
missionary at Orissa desires its aid to the amount of $1,200 per year 
for five years, in an endeavor to spread over his field the sacred 
volume, accompanied by his own personal ministrations. 

We recommend the following preamble and resolutions : 

_ Whereas, the American and Foreign Bible Society, organized 
for “the wider circulation of the Holy Scriptures in all lands,” has 
for many years pursued its important work with manifest tokens of 
divine favor, and, whereas the calls upon it for funds by the Mis- 
sionary Union, and for aid in circulating the Bible at home and 
abroad by other means, are at this time unusually large and press- 
ing; therefore ' J 

Resolved. Ist, That the principles and objects of that society re- 
main dear to the hearts of the members of this body, and that it is 
by them earnestly commended to the unabated confidence, and the 
cordial co-operation of the Baptist churches of Connecticut, with 
the hope the churches will respond promptly to its calls and furnish 
their full proportion of the necessary appropriations for the year. 
Resolved. 2d, That we recommend to the pastors of the caurch- 
es tourge the claims of the A. and F. B. Society, and to facilitate 
the work of agents in the collection of funds. ’

REPORT ON DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 
It is one of the first dictates of reason and revelation, that we 
care for our own, for those most nearly related to, and connected 
with us. 
To expend our sympathies and our alms, on those we have never 
seen, while those around us are overlooked, and neglected, is to ex- 
pose ourselves to the censure implied in the query, if a man love 
not his brother whom he hath seen, how can he love God whom he 
hath not seen ? 
The welfare of Zion, and the salvation of souls in our midst—in 
our own State, evidently claim our first, ifnot our chief attention as 
a Convention. 
How the cause of Christ within our own borders may be best 
promoted, and Zion enlarged with true “men as a flock,’ ought to 
be well considered in our annual gatherings. 
Your committee are highly gratified with the labors, and results, 
of the last few years in this department. 
And in view of the approbation of the “great head of the 
church,”’ so manifest in the blessing bestowed in connection with the 
labors of our Missionaries, we have been surprised at the not un- 
frequent inquiry, why do we need Missionary labor in Connecticut ? 
and inconnection with it, (occasionally) would it not be better to re- 
turn to the system of former years, and deal out in small proportions 
to the feeble churches, already in existence, what is contributed to 
Domestic Missions ? 
Now while we would not recommend the abandonment of the 
plan of aiding, as we may be able, hopeful churches, in sustaining 
the administration of the word and ordinances among them, we do 
think that the comparative results of the former, and the present 
svstem, ought to satisfy every one, that to give up the Missionaries, 
and distribute all the funds among the churches, would be to remove 
the chief glory from our operations : therefore . 
Resolved, ‘That we recommend to the new Board to pursue with 
diligence the system of the last few years ; combining with the la- 
bors of faithful Missionaries, aid to promising churches however 
feeble. 
Resolved, That the merciful providence of God toward our Mis- 
sionaries, and the grace bestowed on their labors during the past 
year call for devout gratitude; and ought to move us toearnest pray- 
er for still greater blessings to be bestowed. 
Resolved, That we approve the gospel principle of equality, as 
applied to the collection of funds, to aid the cause of Christ, and 
that we earnestly recommend to the churches, to forward to the 
Treasurer, during the first quarter of the conventional year, the

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 
The committee on Foreign Mission having devoted the fragments 
of moments which they have been able to command, to theduty as- 
signed them, beg leave to present the following as their report : 
The work of missions is the work of our ascended Lord. He 
dentified himselt with it in all the labors of his public ministry on 
earth. He came not to be ministered unto, but to minister. Though 
entittled to tne profoundest homage andthe utmost services of men, 
he became their servant, and died for their salvation. Conspicuous 
among the beneficent acts which he cited as constituting the ereden- 
tials of his office, was the preaching of the Gospel to the poor.— 
While he was yet on earth he sent forth his disciples and charged 
them, “as ye go preach.’”” And when he was about to leave the 
scenes which had witnessed his labors and his sufferings, he gave his 
disciples as their specific work a work which was to be prosecuted 
until the necessity for it should cease—to preach the Gospel in all 
the world, and to every creature. ‘This command now rests on the 
church, called by hisname. It was not restricted to those to whom 
it was more immediately addressed; but was given to them as the rep- 
resentatives of the great family of faith. It is as much binding on 
the ministers and churches of this day as it was on them. Its de- 
sign was to secure the preaching of “this Gospel of the Kingdom” 
among all nations, and until this all shall be accomplished, the 
church has failed to execute her Lord’s commission. 
All this, when stated in the general term, is readily enough admit- 
ted. We are convinced that it isthe duty of the church to give the 
Gospel to the perishing nations ; but what practical effect does this 
conviction produce ? Christians seem to think that it relates to them 
in their public or associated capacity, and determining quite to their 
own satisfaction that they cannot perform singly the work of the en- 
tire body, fail tobestow upon it more than a passing thought, an oc- 
casional prayer, and, perhaps, an annual contribution. But this, 
like all the commands of the Saviour, are personal. It is directed 
not to masses and organized assemblies—not to christian communi- 
ties, as such, but to individuals—to christian men and women. Eve. 
ry disciple of Christ is under commission for this work. If redeem. 
ed by the blood of the availing sacrifice, he is a debtor to humanity,and 
is bound to discharge the obligation by giving the world the Gospel. 
According to his ability he is responsible for this work; and in 
the final day the Master will say to every delinquent, ‘inasmuch as 
ye did it not to these destitute ones, ye did it not unto me.” 
The facilities which we now enjoy for the propagation of her 
truth, and the wonderful success which has hitherto crowned our 
missionary labors, conspire to give the command of our Lord in- 
creased significancy and force. Less than a century ago the heath- 
en world was barred against the messengers of the Gospel. There 
was scarcely a point on the wide field of paganism where they were 
nottolerated. But now the Gospel finds access to every region un- 
der heaven. The intercourse of commerce and the rovings of ad- 
adventure, the artsof peace and the ravages of war, have alike con- 
tributed to this result. Such is the position and influence of chris- 
tian nations that even among barbarous tribes, where our missiona- 
ries are scarcely welcome, they may still pursue their work with per- 
sonal safety. ‘The providence of God is enforcing the command of 
his Son. [t opens wide and effectual doors and bids us enter them. 
It points us to waiting, expectant millions, and bids us teach them. 
It spreads before usa wide and promising harvest, and command us 
to thrust in our sickle and reap. It brings a world to our very doors, 
and requires us to afford it the healing, life-giving influences of the 
Gospel. 
These indications ought not to be disregarded. Our brethren of 
the Missionary Union have observed them with interest and anxiety. 
The divine will has been clearly indicated and they they have felt 
impelled to launch out into the deep. The present missionary sta- 
tions under their charge must be sustained, and many of them must 
be re-enforced. New stations must be established, and neglected or 
abandoned ones must be resusciated and re-occupied. The field of 
their operations is enlarged, and it must continue to enlarge. This 
is what christians have been praying and laboring to effect. But in 
order to sustain the Executive committee in the noble policy which 
the Union has presented—and who does not feel that it would be 
dishonorable to recede from the position which has been taken ? ar 
increase of funds must be realized trom the churches. For the 
$105,000 paid into the Treasury during the last fiscal year, at least 
$125,000, must be raised from the same sources during the year 
which has just commenced, and the questions which suggest them- 
selves at this point, are, can this be done? and if so, How? In refer- 
ence tothe first of these questions there can be but one answer. It 
can be done. It requires only aneffort of the right kind to secure 
the additional amount asked by the Executive Committee for the ex- 
ecution of the place of enlargement on which they have so laudably 
entered. There need be no lack of means. God has blessed us 
with an abundance, and if the members of our churches act in His 
fear, and pure faithful stewards of his bounty, the treasury of the 
Union will be well supplied. 
But the difficult question is, how is this to be effected? ‘The an- 
swer, by fixing in every soul a sense of individual responsibility 
by impressing every conscience with the might of personal obliga. 
tion. Every disciple of Christ must be instructed that it 1s his duty 
to contribute something to this enterprise. We pastors of our church- 
es must see to it that their members understand their duty in this 
matter, and that each one has an opportunity, within the year of 
contributing, as God has prospered him. The princely offering of 
the man of wealth and the precious mite of the lonely widow, must 
be gathered into the Treasury of the Lord. Each one must be 
taught and made to feel that liberal contributions and fervent prayers 
are required of him, to insure the success of this vastly important

The consternation created 
by the latter ramor was happily relieved by an offi- 
cial bulletin at half past 3, that the crisis had been 
passed, and that he was then beyond immediate 


danger. Bells rang for joy, and even the boys in 
the streets lit bonfires, and shouted in childish 
gratulation. ‘The stream now to the White House 


was greater than ever, but about 7 o’clock in the 
evening, the pall of gloom again shrouded all fa- 
ces, for it was announced that the illustrious hero 
was dying. 

I will not attempt to describe the commouon 
that ensued. Mrs. Taylor thrice fainted from ex- 
cess of apprehension, and Col. Bliss, who had nev- 
er shed a tear periaps upon the battle plain, wept 
like an infant. At 5—two hours previous—the 
physicians refused to administer any more medi- 
cine, considering his case hopeless, and in the 
hands of God. ‘The Heads of Departments, cor- 
porate authorities of the city, diplomatic body and 
oflicers of the army and navy,paid their respects of- 
ten during the day, and seemed to entertain lively 
feelings of solicitude for his safety.

Last Hours of the President. 


Ihe sudden death of the Preside at ol the { . 
States has thrown a gloom over the face of the 
community. Every one, without distinction of 


party, that we have heard ¢ Xpress an opinion upon 


the subject, has expressed his sincere regret at this 
unexpected calamity. Gen, Taylor was not a 
strong party man; his great object evidently was 
the settlement of the agitating questiou of slavery ; 
and had his life been spared, we believe it would 
have been settled satisfactorily to the people ot the 
free states, and upon principles of which the slave 
states conld have no just reason to complain. Bat 
his death will, undoubtedly produce a different 


line of policy ih the councils of the nation, ate 


there is reavon to fear that his successor will prove 


himself more of a pro-slavery man than was Gen- 
eral Taylor himself, notwithstanding the fact that 


the former is from the free states, and the latter 


was a slave holder. The following extract trom 


the Philadelphia Bulletin, written by a Washing- 
ton correspondent of that paper, will, we doubt 
not, be read with mterest at this time. 

“I yesterday stated that his indisposition began 

on the Fourth. On the morning of that day he was 
to all appearances, sound in health, and in excel- 
lent spirits. in company with his farnily, and sev 
eral of the Heads of Departments, he atteded at 
the National Monument, to hear Mr. Foote’s inde 
pendence oration, and even up to 5 o'clock extnbi- 
ted no symptoms of illness. However, while upon 
the ground, he partook freely of water; and then, 
afier considerable exercise in walking, and expo 
sure to the sun, he drove home. Arrived at the 
mausion, he “felt,” as he expressed himself to Dr. 
Weatherspoon, “very hungry ;” ‘and without re 
flectiug that he was inan unfit condition to indulge 
freely in fruits, &c., he called for some refresh- 
ments, and ate heartily of cherries and wild ber- 
ries, which he washed down with copious draughts 
of iced milk and water. At dinner he applied 
himself again to the cherries, against the remon 
strances of Dr. Weatherspoon, and in an hour was 
seized by cramps, which soon took the form of vio 
lent cholera morbus. His physician prescribed the 
usual remedies, but for a time he resisted, deeming 
the attack only temporary, and that it would yield 
finally to his naturally strong constitution. To- 
ward midnight, instead of relief, the attack increas- 
ed in violence and threatened desperate results, if 
not speedily arrested. He continued in this con- 
dition, without much change, until the evening of 
the 6th. It was then deemed advisable to call in 
other physicians. Accordingly, Messrs. Hall and 
Coolidge were invited, and promptly responded ; 
but they thought it further advisable to send for 
the assistance of Dr. Wood of Baltimore. That 
gentleman attended immediately, and in the same 
cars came Colonel Taylor, the brother of the Gen- 
eral, and his family, who had likewise been tele 
graphed for. By this time (the morning of the 8th) 
the disease had made rapid encroachments on his 
frame; but by the united skill of these eminent 
practitioners, the visible stages of the cholera 
morbus were soon after checked. However, fever 
ensued, and from a remittent character, it took the 
form of typhoid. Anxiety now began to manifest 
itself, not only among the exalted patient's family, 
but among the physicians themselves. His chan- 
ces of life hung upon a thread. 

Meanwhile, there were other causes, beside 
merely eating and drinking, that operated fatally 
upon his system. ‘To his medical attendant on the 
Bth, he said: “I should not be surprised if this 
were to terminate in my death. I did not expect 


to encounter what has beset me since my elevation 
to the Presidency. God knows that I have endeay- 
ored to fufil what | conceived to be an honest du- 
ty. But I have been mistaken. My motives have 
been misconstrued, and my feelings most ly

Even the sanctity of the sick 


that could contribute to the comfort of the sick, 
thencetorward, was extended; but the sands of life 
had run out, and lis hours were numbered. 

At nine the vomiting partially ceased, as cll pain 
had disappeared about four in the afternoon. But 
the system had wasted under the shock and gradu- 
ally sunk beyond recovery. Green matter was 
thrown from his stomach at intervals until twenty 
minutes past 10—that peculiar coloration of bile 
that indicates the dissolution of patients thus seiz- 
ed. At 35 minutes past 10 his wife and other 
members of his family, were catled to his bed side 
to receive his last earthly adieu—a farewell that 
the stoutest could not gaze upon W ithout a tear, It 
must be remembered that his was a domestic life ; 
and lis beloved partner, ignorant as himself of 
those fashionable tormulars which sunder the hus- 
band trom the wife, felt for the firat time the lone- 
limess of a bereaved heart, and understood nothing 
of that rigid discipline that would have dictated to 
her, “Gro and weep in solitude —society decrees 
it.” Her abandomnent and eriet were troly heart

At a few minutes past ten, as I have said, it be- 
came apparent that the soul of the hero and con- 
queror was about taking its rest. The medical 
yielded to the gpiritual agent, whose office it was 
to prepare for the approoch of the King of Terrors.

“| know it,” was the response; then, after nuesing 
asked for his family. They were 
ent for and soon entered. The interview was in 
deseribably affecting—Mrs. Taylor prostrating 
herself at the bedside, and her children clinging 
around her with sobs and groans expressive ol 
iheir agony. The pain, which had afflicted the pa- 
vient mm the side of his chest, ceased, and attended 
by other symptoms of ease, it was thought he 
might endure tll morning. But he himself knew 
better, and so declared in a quite audible yoice.— 
lle was asked whether he was comfortable. “Ve 
ry,’ he rephed, “But the storm, in passing, has 
swept away the trunk.” Finally, he adverted to 
ithe subject of his previous broodings—the Slavery 
question —and observed, “Il am about to die—I ex 
pect the summons soon—l have endeavored to dis- 
charge all my official duties faithfully—I regret 
nothing, but am sorry that I aim about to leave my 
frends.” These were his last audible words. He 
essayed to speak to his wife a few moments before 
his demise but his voice failed him. Dr. Weath- 
erspoon administered a stimulus, but it was power- 
less in reviving the functions.

medica! advisers deserved credit, and their skill is 
unquestionable. I[t is believed, however, that had 
the mind of the President not been laboring under 
embarrassment and afflicuon proceeding from cau- 
ses named, the disease could have been checked 
and his life saved, But now that he is gone, it is 
vain to speculate. One succeeds him whose sen- 
sitiveness is not quite so keen, because intimate 
with all the trials of politics, and therefore posses- 
sing fortitude sufficient to withstand them. 

‘Those surrounding the dying President at the 
moment, were his own family, including Col. Bliss, 
Col. Taylor and family, Jefferson Davis and family 
Vice President Fillmore, several Senators and 
Members of the House, severai members of the 
diplomatic corps, the Cabinet, Benton, Hale, Wood, 
Coolidge and Weatherspoon, and a number of in- 
timate friends. W) thout the mansion, the grounds 
were literally covered with an immense multitude, 
who continued to linger in groups until after mid- 
night, scarcely crediting the intelligence, though 
officially announced, 

Gen. Taylor died with a struggle. 
kind of sinking into eternity, without feeling its 
pain, or experiencing ite horrors. When all was 
over, the chainber was cleared, until the underta- 
kers had concluded their duties. The body was 
encased in ice, and ordered to remain where it was 
until this morning, when it was finally robed for 
the grave, and laid out in state in the east room.— 
Thus ended the melancholy siege of disease 
against a strong bulwark of nature.

crusade waged against him and thought that par- 


by Southern uitraists,rritatrd him,but only because 
they made hit responsible for conduct with which 
he had nothing to do. He deplored the strife which 
prevails, bat did not hesitate to aseribe the cause 
to sectional demagogues. The dictatorial license 
assumed by Messrs. Toombs and Stephens dis- 
pleased him, and the more so because coming 
from a bended organization; but when it was bin 
ted that his own frends would move a vote of cen- 
sure, he sank under the blow and conceived that 
to be the most fatal stab of all. He was resolved 
however, to pursue the line of policy to which he 
had thus long adhered, though convinced that gen- 
ilemen of the South meditated his ruin. This, 
while it preyed upon his mind, only determined 
him the more to stand by his doctrines. It is, not- 
withstanding these facts, pretty well ascertained 
that had he lived, removals from the Cabinet would 
have ensued before the expiration of the month.— 
The cloud was well nigh ready to burst, and in the 
deluge created Messrs. Crawford and Clayton 
would have been swept away. The conversation 
between the President and those who waited upon 
him officially, including the ultra delegation, [ am 
not prepared fully to repeat, but his physicians do 
not deny that it materially influenced his disease. 
Let conscience be their only punishment.

Metropolitanism. 


We have for some time felt it our duty to say a 
word or two upon this subject. Recent and passing 
events in ecclesiastical affairs, show that the above 
term has not become obsolete; that its spirit has 
not altogether left the earth or the church, and that 
the centrilization of power, and the assumption of 
influence and authority, which it represents, is by 
no means confined,as has generally been supposed, 
to any particular polity or form of Church govern- 
ment. 

It were scarcely, however, to have been suppo- 
sed that this Archiepiscopal tendency, even in 
spirit, would have manifested itself in connexion 
with the Baplists—a Church, whose history 
stretching back through centuries and ages, till it 
mingles with that of the Apostles, has been made 
up of the most decided non-conformity to the pre- 
vailing polity and forms of Christendom. 

Still less was it to have been expected, that the 
occasion of such a development would be found in 
the outworkings of Christian benevolence ; in the 
gushing forth of Christian sympathy; in the mis- 
sion of Christian love toa perishing world; the 
diffusion of truth; the sending abroad of the bread 
and water of life to the famishing, thirsty nations 
of the earth. But to thoughtful and interested 
observers, it has long been evident that there was 
a movement in this direction ; not from a primary 
design, but from forces incidental—and it would 
seem almost essential—to religious corporations, 
as the embodiment and representatives of ecclesi- 
astical benevolence. 

In relation to specific objects of benevolence, 
associations have sprang up, claiming the charities 
of the churches—offering themselves as their al- 
moners to the destitute and perishing. And the 
churches, with a charity and confidence not un- 
worthy of themselves, have responded to these 
claims. 

The consequence has been, a transfer of au- 
thority and control from the churches fo societies ; 
and a centrilization of power for executive purpo- 
ses, in boards of managers, executive committees, 
and Secretarysiips—tfrom them passing from the 
many to the few, and from the few, compressing 
itself into the oversight —the intelligence—the de- 
cision—the will—the direction of a single man. So 
that we have, de fueto, in our benevolent opera- 
tions, Metropolitanism in its highest altitude. The 
“Irchiepiscopate, in its most absolute and irrespon- 
sible supremacy. 

For so far as the action of the churches are con- 
cerned, they can have no control over these chari- 
table financial agencies. ‘Their constitution is so 
worded as to render them wholly independent—re- 
sponsible only toa constituency formed upon a 
monied basis, irrelevant of Christian character, and 
that too ina way so indirect as to render the cul- 
mination of power in the execulive—gubernatorial 
chair—practically imaccessible and inviolate. 

If we add to this, the fact that the commercial 
and foreign relations of these institutions, renders 
it necessary that they should be located in our 
chief cities, and therefore that their boards and 
committees should be made up of city Pastors and 
Deacons, and that extended financial operations 
and liabilities demands permancy—it is thought— 
in the presiding officers —THOUGH WE SUBMIT IT 1S 
RUT A THOUGHT—A NOTION—we see at once by 
what an innocent, easy, but certain and tron ne- 
cessity, we slide into a practical metropolitanism— 
into an absolute Episcopacy, not to say Despotism 
of benevolence.: 

And all this, we charitably believe, at least, in 
primary projection of the enterprise, without guile, 
or thirst for power, or disposition to lord it over 
God's heritage. The purest motives, we doubt 
not, originated, and still sustains to a great extent, 
these agencies ; that they are doing a great good, 
we do not question, and therefore still co-operate 
with them; but that they are in many respects in 
decided antagonism with the free, expansive 
workings of the Christian spirit, and especially, 
polity of the apostolic church, few will question, 
who regard the subject intelligently oz dispassion- 
ately. 

And that there is danger here of a practical 
subversion of our most cherished principles, eccle- 
siastical independency, is apprehended by not a 
Upon this subject, Dr. Hague, at the late 
Bible meeting in New York, spoke with a fidelity 
and power worthy of himself. 

And we are happy to find in the colunmns of the 
Watchman and Reflector, similar sentiments 
spread out before its numerous readers. God grant 
that the watchman upon the walls of our Zion, 
and especially the conductors of our religious 
press, may see eye to eye upon this subject, and 
have wisdom to shun equally the extremes of a bland 
and reckless radicalism, and of a tame suicidal 
conservation. 

Under some pertinent remarks upon the spiril of

“It must be plain from but a slight glance at re- 
ligious history, and at human nature itse)f, that the 
spirit of party, where it secures a foothold in the 
church, is not less to be dreaded than in the State. 
The whole record of Jusuitisi is f that it will 
trample on principle, and resort freely to circum. 
vention, in order to compass the ends which it pro- 
poses. The speaking past, and the speaking pre- 
sent likewise, point to it as making the testimony 
of man higher than that of his Maker, as tending 
to give to the utterance, of a mortal the force of 
an oracle, and to the wil! of a creature the author- 
ity of law, 

Truth and fairness can never have need of the 
auxiliary aid of party he ge They can feel 
no terrors at the fu free expression of the 
masses, 


We have been led to question seriously wheth- 


ties failed todo him justice, The course pursued 


er wrong causes have not been at work in the past 
to produce an exhibition of the spirit described ; 
whether the adventitious eircumstances of men re- 
siding in a metropolis, being pastors of city church- 
es, holding positions of official influence in the de- 
nomination with which they are connected, being 
greatly deferred to and caressed, may not have 
done much to create the feeling, “we are the peo- 
ple, and wisdom must die with us.” If this be so, 
the query reasonably suggests itself whether it is 
not at variance with the true Baptist polity, to in- 
vest any one man with too great influence— influ- 
ence, which in an evil hour he may misuse to the 
sorrow of many hearts ; whether it is not “a more 
excellent way” to diffuse the elements of influence 
in the denomination far as worth and character are 
found. It is evincive of the working of wrong 
agencies when men seek to render the authority 
of their will supreme, and when to do this the mas- 
ses in our ministry, and in the churches, must be 
overridden.”

Ordination of a Missionary. 


Mr. Arthur Waring, says the last Watchman 
and Reflector, a missionary laborer in Hayti, was 
ordained as an evangelist at the Tremont Temple, 
on Sabbath evening, the 23d ult. Sermon by Rev. 
Dr. Sharp. Rev. Messrs. Neale, Banvard, Colver, 
Bosworth, and Wade of Burmah, assisted in the 
exercises, 

Mr. Waring was born a slave in Virginia, and 
at the age of 23, he removed to Port au Prince, in 
the island of Hayti, where he was engaged in the 
mercantile business for six vears. Owing to some 
action of the government he lost his property, and 
removed to the Spanish portion of the island, and 
there engaged in mercantile pursuits. At the age 
of thirty, he became a subject of Divine grace, 
and joined a Baptist church of which Rev. Mr. 
Littlefield, an English missionary, was then pastor. 
By the brethren of this church he was earnestly 
solicited to preach, and occasionally complied 
with their request. By the rebellion of 1844, he 
was compelled ta remove to Cape Hayti. There 
he engaged for a time in business, but was com- 
pelled by ill health to retire to the mountainous 
district of Dondon, in the interior of the island. 

Here he commenced preaching on Sundays and 
market days, and teaching a day school, with a 
view of inculcating Bible truth on the minds of 
the young. He met with the most bitter opposi- 
tion from the Catholics, and especially the priests. 
The blessing of the Most High, notwithstanding, 
crowned his labors with success; several souls 
were converted, and many influential persons in 
the Commune, becoming persuaded of the evil of 
papacy, determined to use their influeuce against 
it. Most of these attended his preaching. ‘They 
in fact addressed a petition to the Emperor, which 
was preseuted by Mr. Waring, requesting him to 
remove the priest, and accord to Mr. W. the right 
of establishing a school in agreement with his re-

Dear Sisters :—When | had the pleasure of see- 
ing you, now more thana year ago, [ was impress- 
with the necessity of finding means of regular 
and permanent support for our Mission such for in- 
stance as one of the large Missionary Societies 
would afford. This was what appeared to me 
the most desirable and useful for the work, which 
has been so often interrupted by the want of means. 
For myself, in particular, the prospect of such an 
arrangement appeared a great deliverance ; for the 
embarrassments, responsibilities, and debts in 
which we have been so often plunged by the want 
of pecuniary aid, have overcome me to such a de- 
gree, as to make me lose sight of spiritual bless- 
ings. ‘Therefore, with all the faith that God has 
given me, have asked him for, and awaited, a 
material organization, which, by disembarrassing 
us, would leave our minds and hearts more com- 
pletely engaged inthe work which He has com- 
mitted to us, that of saving souls ; and during the 
last year, one of great anxiety, we have done all in 
our power to accomplish this end. 

For a time we thought thatthe Baptist Home 
Mission Society, would be the means God would 
use to furnish us with the necessary assistance to 
carry out His designs. But the constitution of this 
Society will not permit it to embrace our entire 
work. All it can do it has done, by granting sala- 
ries to our ministers ; an aid which we receive with 
thanksgiving, and which covers nearly a third of 
our expenses. Nor has the Baptist Home Mission 
Society confined itself to this general allowance; 
it has examined with deep interest the state and 
wants of our Mission, in order to ascertain the ar- 
rangement which would be most conductive to its 
prosperity. The result of this inquiry has been, 
to counsel us to remain an independent Mission ; 
and, no other way .opening before us, we venture 
to believe that this counsel of our friends is direct- 
ed by the Almighty, and that itis the answer to 
our fervent prayers. ‘This position, which leaves 
us under the burden of much greater responsibilities 
and duties, places us alsoin more immediate de- 
pendance upon our All-powerful God ; and if, as 
we hope, it is He who has enlightened and guided 
us, He will also give us the faith to glorify Him, 
and nothing will be wanting. 

Now, my dear Sisters, that | have told you how 
we are situated, and since, as an independent mis- 
sion, we ought to employ means, not only to main- 
tain the existing work, but to increase and extend 
its operations, you will understand, how it is that 


we look; aad we ask, in the first place will youstil! 
unite your efforts with ours, to instruct, enlighten, 
and save our poor people ? 

I mentioned that the Baptist Home Mission So- 
ciety provided for the support of our Ministers ; 
but the lostitution at Grande Ligne, our Schools 
and our importent Colpertage department, have no 
‘fixed dependance whatever. I will say nothing 
of the importance of these labors, in the midst of a 
population so long time enslaved by Popery, since 
you have given so many proofs that you judge 
them worthy of the efforts of your love, and your 
generous sacratices. But I will remind you, that 
for {wo years past, instead of giving a wider exten- 
sion to these efforts, the want of means has ob- 
lige! us to diminish them. But if during this time 
we have fit it our duty to yield, in consequence 
of difficulties, and rest stationary, everything now 
indicates that it is the time to rouse ourselves, and 
go forward in faith. 

W hat we see of the effects of the Bible wher- 
ever it has been carried, enccourages us to multi- 
ply the number of our Colporteurs, in order that 
by their means, tais powerful Jeaven may pene- 
trate the whole mass. 

The entreaties made us to open new schools, 
show that we ought to prepare a greater number 


of Teachers. In one of our Stations, the father of 
a family offers to furnish the School-house and a 


part of the salary, if we will only send hima 
Teacher. A few months since , we recalled into 
activity a Colporteur whom we were obliged to 
dismiss two years ago; and one of pupils who has 
been prepared for this arduous work, has com- 
menced his useful career in the station of Fort 
George, where he is blessed in his labors. 

Last week, another of our pupils opened a 
School ina new Station, where not only children 
but adults, ask for instruction and the gospel. 

A new subject in which I would also interest 
you, is a School for Girls, the need of which we 
feel greatly, and have Wone so fora long while. 
We have been able to do very little for them up 
to the present time, owing to the inconvenience of 
uniting the two sexes in a course of instruction in 
the same establishment. We have only received 
very few, and shall admit no more for the future 
consecrating entirely to young men the Institution 
at Grande Ligne. 

Persuaded as we are of our special duty to do 
something for the education of girls, we propose 


as a commencement, to opena School for them 
ina house already occupied for Missionary pur- 
poses ; this will make the expenses comparatively 
small. I love to think that you will approve of 
this project of a new establishment, and that you 
will aid in founding and raising it. 

We intend recommencing the publication of 
our little paper, and hope to issue a number very |

Insanity of Elder Swan. | 


It has already been stated in some of the secu 
lar papers that the Rev. J. 8. Swan, of New Lon 
don, was laboring under a fit of mental derange- 
ment, and that he had been placed in the Lunatic 
Asylum at Brattleborough, Vt. We are pained to 
add that the report is correct, with thé exception 
of his being inthe Asylum at Brattleborough. He 
is, at present, in the Retreat in this city. 


The particulars in the case, as far as we have 
learned them, are these, On the fourth of July, 
Elder Swan delivered a ‘Cemperance address, and 
returned home very much exhausted. He had for 
a month or two previous been somewhat indispo. 
sed. He returned from the Missionary Union, at 
Buffalo, very much exhausted, in consequence of 
which, he was not able to attend our own State 
Convention in June. He was present at the meet- 
ing of the Stonington Union Association, the fol- 
lowing week, where Le delivered a sermon, the 
weather being uncomfortably warm at the time.— 
We saw him at this time, and found on inquiry 
that he was very much debilitated in health, but 
his mind appeared as vigorous as ever. The first 
symptoms of insanity that were discovered in him 
was after his temperance address on the fourth of 
July. He began to talk about entering into spec- 
ulations, and of making large sums of money with 
which he would endow Madison University, and 
assist in other objects of benevolence. Some of his 
friends who had become alarmed for his safety, as- 
sembled at his house the next day, when they 
found him apparently rational. ‘He seemed to 
know that he had been insane, and requested his 
friends not to take him toa lunatic asylum. He 
then knelt and prayed most fervently for himself 
and his friends. This prayer is represented by 
one who was present, as peculiarly affecting, so 
much so, as to melt the whole company to tears 
It was subsequently arranged that he should go to 
Northampton, to attend one of the Water cure 
establishments there. The evening after his arri- 
val in Northampton, he was again attacked with 
insanity, more violently than before, when it was 
deemed advisable to place him in the Retreat at 
Hartford. It is hoped that this abberation of mind 
may be of short duration; but we fear it may 
not, for we learn that the disease is constitutional 
in his family.

Sec. 31. The Comptroller of the State shall draw 
an order on the Treasurer, annually, for the sum of |

Sec. 37. It shall be the duty of the Commissary- 
General to procure supplies for the subsistence of 
the troops, and to issue the same, to execute all or- 
ders received from the Captain-General, to perform 
all services that may be required of him by law, and 
report, annually, to the General Assembly, invaria- 
bly, on the third day of its session, the state of his 
department ; and he shall give bond, with surety, to 
the State Treasurer, in the sum of twenty thousand 
dollars, conditioned for the faithful discharge of the 
duties of his office. 

Sec. 38. It shall be the duty of the Paymaster 
General to pay the troops their wages, to execute all

Sec. 40. The commanding officer of each com- 
pany shall make return of the state of his company, 
with the nunber of men enrolled therein, and of all 
their arms, equipments, and ammunition, to the 
commanding officer of the regiment, on or before 
the first day of November in tach year. 

Sre. 41. The commanding officer of each regi- 
ment shall make return of the state of his regiment, 
with the number of men enrolled therein, and all 
their arms, and equipments, and ammunition, to the 
commandme officer of the brigade, on or before the 
fifteenth day November ; and the commanding offi- 
cer of each brigade shall make out duplicate returns 
of the state of his brigade, one of which he shall 
transinit to (he commanding officer of the division, 
and the other to the Adjutant-General, on or be- 
fore the first day of December, annually, with a 
roster of the brigade, field commissioned and _staff- 
officers, of such brigade. 

See. 42. Each brigade, regiment, and company, 
shall be furnished with a suitable book for records ; 
and the commanding officer, of each company shall 
cause the nares of all persons belonging to his com- 
pany, to be entered in the record-book of such com- 
pany, and all delinquencies, votes, and proceedings 
of such company; and shall cause copies of any part 
of said record, to be given when required, reasona- 
ble compensation being made therefor; and the 
Adjutant-General of the State shall prescribe the 
forms of keeping such records. 

Sec. 43. The Adjutant-General shall keep a 
record of all the proceedings of his office, annu- 
ally, in the month of December, furnish to the 
Captain -General a roster of the General, Field, 
Commissioned, and Staff-Officers, and also procure 
and furnish, at the expense of the State, all neces- 
sary blanks, blank-books, and forms, and perform 
allother duties which shall be necessary to carry in- 
to full effect the provisions of this act. : 

CHAP. V. 
OF PARADES AND COMPENSATION. 


See. 44. There shall be one parade in every 
year, between the first day of May and the first day 
of ¢ letober, for one day, by company or regiment, 
as the Captain-General shall deem expedient, for the | 
purpose of training, discipline, inspection, and re- | 
view; and, if not ordered out by regiment, it shall be 
the duty of the commanding officers of the several | 
uniform companies existing, or that shall hereafter 
exist under this act, to assemble their respective 
companies, at some convenient time and place, be- 
tween the first day of May and the first day of Oc- | 
tober, annually, for the purpose aforesaid.

Sec. 45. Whenever the members of any com- | 
pany are to be assembled for parade, or the choice 
of officers, a notice, specifying the time and place of 
such parade or choice of officers, when read in hear- | 
ing, or left at the usual place’of abode of the person | 
to be notific d, or addressed by mail to such person, 
three days previous to the day of such parade or 
choice of offieers, shall be considered a legal notice. 

Sec. 46. The commanding officer of the day 
at any parade required by this act, may cause those

the legal orders of his superior officer, or in any 
wise interrupt the exercises of the day ; also, all | 
other persons who shall trespass on the parade 
ground, or in any way interrupt or molest the or- 
derly discharge of duty of those under arms. 
Src. 47. Every person who shall perform mili- 
tary duty in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, shall have his poll set in the list free ; and after 
having served ten years, shail ever afterwards be 
exempt from the payment of a poll tax. 


CHAP. VL. 
OF GOVERNOR'S GUARD. 
See. 48, The several companies of ¢ ruards shall 
be filled from time to time by voluntary enlistments ; 
but no enlistments shall be made from any company 
organized under this act. 
See. 49. The commanding officer of any compa- 
ny of Guards may dismiss from his company every 
non-commissioned officer, musician, and private be- 
longing thereto, who shall be guilty of gross neglect 
of duty, disobedience of orders, or unsoldierlike be- 
havior: and the person so dismissed shall be liable 
to do military duty in the same manner as if he had 
never enlisted into such company of Guards ; but if 
any such dismissed person shall be aggrieved by be- 
ing dismissed as aforesaid, he may, within thirty 
days after receiving notice of his dismission, appeal to 
the Captain-General, who may examine into the 
matter, and annul or confirm such dismission. 
See. 50. The commanding officer of each com- 
pany of Guards shall, annually, in the month of No- 
vember, report to the Adjutant General the number 
of officers, musicians and privates belonging to his 
company. 


CHAP. VIL 


OF PROCEEDINGS IN CASE OF ALARM, 


See. 51. The Captain-General, or in his ab- 
sence, the Major-General, may, on an alarm, inva- 
sion, or notice of the appearance of an enemy, éi- 
ther by sea or land, order the whole, or any part of 
the militia to assemble, and may lead, order, or em- 
ploy them, for the assistance, or relief, of any of the 
inhabitants of the State attacked by an enemy, or in 
danger of being attacked, and issue and publish such 
orders as he shall judge expedient to carry into exe- 
eution the intent of this act ; and all subordinate offi- 
cers shall yield entire obedience thereto ; and the 
officers commanding brigades, regiments, and com- 
panies, shall have the same authority within their 
respective commands ; but whenever either of them 
shall find it necessary to order out the force under 
his command, he shall forthwith dispatch intelli- 
gence of such order, and the occasion thereof, to- 
gether with an account of his movements and ope- 
rations, to the Captain-General, or to any other of 
his superior officers, as he may deem most condu- 
cive to the public safety ; and the officers receiving 
such intelligence, shall observe the same line of con- 
duct, in order that the information may, in the most 
expeditious way, come to the Captain-General ; and 
when any company, regiment, brigade, or the divis- 
ion of the militia of this State, shall be ordered into 
service by the proper officer, on any alarm, each 
non-commissioned officer, musician, and private, 
who neglect to appear at the place of rendezvous, in 
person, or by substitute, and join the company to 
which he belongs, shall, for such neglect, pay a fine 
of seventeen dollars, and shall pay the further sum 
of twenty dollars for every month that he shall neg- 
lect to join such company, and in the same propor- 
tion for a longer or shorter time ; and upon neglect 
or refusal to pay said fine and forfeiture, he shall be 
imprisoned in the common jail, in the county where 
he resides, not less than thirty nor more than sixty 
days, atthe disertion of the court before which the 
conviction is had; and each non-commissioned offi- 
cer musician, and private, shall have the same no- 
tice when ordered into service, by company, battal- 
ion, regiment, brigade, or division, as is provided in 
this chapter, for those who are called out by detach- 
ments. 

See. 52. The commanding officer of each com- 
pany shall, immediately after a detachment, compa- 
ny, regiment, brigade, or division, shall be ordered 
to rendezvous for service at any particular time and 
place, make return of the names and places of abode 
of all persons under his command, who shall have 
ineurred any of the penalties provided in the next 
preceding section of this act, to the Brigade-Major 
of the brigade to which they respectively belong ; 
and the Brigade-Major, within twenty days from 
the time of his reeeiving said return, shall make a 
like return to the State Attorney for the County in 
which such person or persons may reside. 

See. 53. The several county courts may hear 
and determine all actions for any violations of the 
provisions of this chapter ; and the State Attorney, 
in the several eounties, may ute the same, by 
action of debt, in the name of the State Treasurer, 
bet Seige in behal of the State; and when 

id fines and forfeitures are received, they shall pay 
them into the State treasury.

The commanding officer of the compa- 
ny, from which any detachment is made, shall give 
immediate notice thereof to the person or persons 
detached, which notice shall be in writing, signed by 
such officer, and shal] be read in the hearing of the 
person detached, or an attested copy of it shall be 
left at hisusual place of abode, by one of the Ser- 
geants of said company; and whenever any Ser- 
geant, Corporal, jcusician, or Private, detached and 
notified as aforesaid, shal! refuse or neglect to appear 
in person, or by substitute approved as aforesaid at 
the time and place appointed for the rendeszvous of 
such detachment, he shall pay the »um of twenty 
dollars to the Treasury of the State, and pay to said 
Treasury the further sum of twenty dollars for every 
month that he shall neglect to join such detachment, 
and in the same proportion for any part of the time 
he shall neglect to join the detachment; and upon 
neglect or refusal to pay said penalties, he shall be 
imprisoned in the common jail of the County where 
he resides, for @ term not less than thirty days, nor 
exceeding sixty days, at the discretion of the court 
before which the conviction is had. 

See. 56. When any penalty shall be incurred by 


any minor for a violation of the fifty-first or fifty -fifth 
sections of this Act, the parent, guardian or master | 
of such minor, shall be liable for the same, unless | 
such parent, guardian or master, shall make it appear | 
that he was not aiding in, or consenting to such neg- | 
lect or refusal. 

When the militia, or any detachment | 
thereof, shall be called into actual service, under the 
provisions of this act, they shall be entitled to the 
same pay and rations as the army of the United 
States. 

Any oflicer or soldier, wounded or “all 
abled, and the widow and children of any officer or 
soldier killed, while in the service of this State, shall | 
be suitably provided for by the Legislature. 

See. 59. Ifany person, holding a commission in |
